To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Commit  tee* 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  birth  rate  again  showed  a  slight  recovery  from 
the  previous  year,  but  the  death  rate  fell  considerably  to 
104  per  thousand  population.  This  improvement  was  re¬ 
flected  in  the  group  comprising  heart  disease,  respiratory 
disease  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  brain  and  shared  equally 
by  the  two  sexes.  On  the  other  hand,  as  might  be  expected, 
with  an  ageing  population,  the  deaths  from  cancer  remained 
closely  similar.  An  equally  pleasing  feature  was  the  im¬ 
provement  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  the  53  of 
last  year  to  23,  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  satisfactorily 
low  and  the  fortunate  freedom  from  diphtheria  continued. 
Food  poisoning  and  dysentery  cases  still  come  to  light ; 
evidence  of  a  lack  of  simple  personal  hygiene  habits. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  fellow  Officials  for  their 
co-operation.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
was  188  (as  against  167  in  1952). 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  Measles  cases  88  (99  in 
1952)  :  and  Scarlet  Fever  27  (29  in  1952)  :  The  increases  in 
cases  were  Whooping  Cough  37  (26  in  1952)  :  and  Dysentery 
19  (6  in  1952). 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  was  notified,  the  patient  subsequently  making 
a  full  recovery. 

Diphtheria, 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
was  notified. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Of  the  10  notified  cases,  7  were  single  cases  of  unknown 
origin.  The  remaining  3  were  notified  cases  in  connection 
with  a  Food  Poisoning  outbreak  occurring  amongst  staff  and 
employees  at  a  work’s  canteen. 

Food  handlers  from  a  catering  establishment  in  an 
adjoining  district,  where  the  food  was  prepared  were  found  to 
be  carriers  of  the  organism  causing  the  outbreak. 

Dysentery. 

The  Dysentery  cases  related  to  a  mild  outbreak  of 
Sonnei  Dysentery  in  the  nursery  section  of  a  Children’s  Home. 

Smallpox. 

There  were  no  cases  in  the  Royton  U.D.C.  Area.  One 
contact  and  one  suspected  case  connected  with  the  outbreak 
of  smallpox  in  the  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  area  required 
investigation  and  surveillance. 

Tuberculosis, 

The  total  number  of  new  notifications  was  13  this  being 
3  more  than  in  1952.  There  were  5  deaths,  the  same  number 
as  in  the  previous  year.

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SECTION  1. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(1) .  Water  Supply. 

The  piped  water  supply  of  the  Oldham  County  Borough 
Council  covers  the  greater  part  of  the  district  of  Royton. 
This  piped  supply  is  subject  to  chlorination. 

(2) .  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  was  no  important  extension  of  sewerage  during 
the  year. 

(3) .  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  but  no  major  action 
was  required.

To  secure  the  remedy  of  these  defects  104  informal 
notices  and  7  statutory  notices  were  served  upon  owners  or 
agents,  in  addition  to  numerous  interviews.

(7) .  Shops  and  Offices, 

336  visits  were  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  on 
behalf  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  relating  to  hours 
of  employment  of  young  persons  and  the  health  and  comfort 
of  shop  workers.  Reports  on  all  visits  were  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

No  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  taken 
relating  to  conditions  in  offices,  i.e.,  ventilation,  sanitary 
conveniences,  etc. 

(8) ,  Camping  Sites  (other  than  Military). 

No  sites  were  used  for  this  purpose  for  any  extended 
period,  making  the  issue  of  licenses  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  unnecessary. 

(9) .  Smoke  Abatement. 

16  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  taken  during 
the  year  and  the  management  of  firms  interviewed  when 
found  necessary. 
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Two  lead  peroxide  gauges  are  installed  in  the  area 
under  the  joint  scheme  of  adjoining  authorities  for  the  in¬ 
vestigation  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

(10) .  Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  swimming  baths  in  the  centre  of  the  district 
continued  to  be  well  patronised.  The  filtered  and  chlorinated 
water  was  tested  at  frequent  intervals  for  the  determination 
of  residual  chlorine  and  bacteriological  cleanliness. 

(11) .  Verminous  premises. 

No  serious  infestation  occurred  during  the  year. 

(12) .  Rodent  Control. 

197  premises  were  inspected.  Rat  and  mice  infestations 
were  dealt  with  at  29  premises  during  the  year. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the 
district,  'involving  the  baiting  and  poisoning  of  108  man-holes, 
were  completed  during  the  year,  and  good  results  obtained. 

(13) .  Schools. 

The  result  of  visits  made  did  not  require  any  special 

action. 

(14) .  Offensive  Trades. 

None  of  these  specified  trades  exist  in  the  area. 

(15) .  Factories  Act,  1937. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  factories  in  the 
district  was  105.  Of  this  number  93  were  factories  with 
mechanical  power,  and  12  were  factories  without  mechanical 
power. 

56  inspections  were  made.  Two  defects  relating  to 
want  of  cleanliness  or  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation 
were  found  and  remedied  during  the  year.

The  supervision  of  the  production  of  milk  at  all  dairy 
farms  was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  the 
1st  October,  1949. 

The  local  authority  remain  responsible  for  administer¬ 
ing  the  regulations  with  regard  to  the  retailing  of  milk.

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The  slaughtering  of  animals  for  consumption  in  Royton 
continued  to  be  controlled  at  Oldham,  slaughtering  in  local 
slaughterhouses  ceasing  on  14th  January,  1940. 

One  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  for  the  slaughter  of 
privately-owned  pigs  and  5  pigs  were  inspected. 

Eight  food  hawkers  retailing  in  the  area,  and  two 
premises,  are  registered.
